EVOLUTION OF THE BIG UNION DEPOT

Where there is smoke there must be fire,
and as there is & great deal of talk sbout a
new hotel there must be some basis for it. A
good deal of it, no doubt, has grown out of
the projeet deseribed in THE DISPATCH 8
short time ago, and which is progressing
finely, but there are other schemes of the
same purport which have not reached so ad-
vanced a staze. One of these, however, i§
worthy of notice, as it contains su fiictent fact
to lift it into the realm of probability.

It was learned yesterday that negotiations
are on foot to purchase the old Perry Hotel
property, corner Eighth street and Duoquesne
way. Hnmor counecting the firm of W. Al
Herron & Sons with the transaction, they
wore applied to for partieolars, and admitted
that an option had been given out for a few
weeks to a Chicago man, with Pittsburg hack-
ing. at §75,000, and that if sold the purchaser
wonld rebuild or make extensive improvements
at once, The lot Is 100 feet on Duquesne way
by 70 on Eighth street to Mattock's alley, and
asmuch of adjoining ground as may be neaded
can be purchased at market rates, The loca.
tion 18 all that conld be desired for a hotel,
being at once central and retired.

Reveral Fantlemon who have looked over the
ground said yesterday that it will be 1o oasy
matter to procure a Inrgoe site unless it be on
the Schenley holding, but Colonel Herron, the
agent, who was aise seen, conlid not say what
part of it will be for sale, il any, as it will take
him some time to classify and arrange the
property, and then get Mrs. Schenley's ideas
about it =

A Picture of the Past.

A gentleman who has just torned his G6th
year while at the Union depot yesterday, re-
lated some reminiscences which show 1hat the
rapid growth of Pittsburg since ho was a cub
of a boy, He samd: “You perceive this isa
Lusy plage, Nearly 25,000 people arrive at and
depart from this depot every day. Ithas a
venerable Iook, but it canlay no clalm toan-
tiquity. When I was a boy ot 15,or thereabouts,
The ground upon which we stand wasa grave-
vard owned by the Smithfield Street M. E
Church,and was oarely inside of the eity lmits
the hill extended over to about where the
railroad track “egins, and then sloped down,
leaving room for & read, called Quarry street,
which was lined with honses as far ont as
Lawrenceville. Adjoining the graveyard wers
the white lead works pf Felix R. Brano, and
just above was the Faber Engine Works. The
sites of all these are now covered by the depot.
At Twenty-<ixth street, where the roundhorise
is lorated, there was a larce blackberry patel,
which will be remembered by many of the
older eitizens."

Time has worked wonders in Pittsburg. The
growth of the city within the fraction of a life-
time is remarkable. Within 40 years the city
line has besn pushed out and out along the
Penusylvania Ratlroad uutil it is now about
seven miles from ihe depot, and is still travel-
ing eastward, with Braddock as the objective
point, Expansion in other directions in the
same time has been even wore remarkuble.
